While most seniors in high 
school are stressing about college 
or worrying over prom dates, Jacob 
Harper has something to celebrate. At 
the young age of 19, Harper can now 
call himself a self-published author. 

Harper’s book, Genesis Origins, 
took him roughly a year and a half 
to complete. Harper described his 
work saying, “Genesis Origins is a 
sci-fi fantasy novel about the rise of a 
mysterious 
being whose 
journey is 
an attempt 
to remember 
who he was 
prior to 
awakening 
in a 

strange yet 
fantastical 
world of 
Dystopia. 

His personal search takes him to 
threatening lands, introduces him 
to lovable characters, and pits him 
against evil powers and constant 
obstacles.” 

Harper’s literary inspirations for 
writing such a novel were Brian 
Jacques and Christopher Paolini. 
Their writings set Harper on a path 
to his own creativity along with 
many other childhood interests. He 
described the visual perspective of 
his story to be much similar to the 
television show Dragon Ball Z. Other

Test Score 
Analysis 
Night proves 
informative 


Hickman County High School held 
its Test Score Analysis Night last 
Tuesday, Nov. 12 at 6 p.m. in the 
school’s gym. At this event, students 
were given the results of their 
individual standardized exams taken 
earlier in the year including K-PREP 
(Kentucky Performance Rating for 
Educational Progress), EXPLORE, 
PLAN, ASVAB (Armed Services 
Vocational Aptitude Battery), and 
End of Course assessments. 

The results from these exams had 
already been released on the school 
and district level, and data was 
published in the Kentucky School 
Report Card available at http:// 
applications .education .ky.gov/src/. 

According to the report card, 
local eighth graders scored slightly 
higher than the state average on the 
EXPLORE exam with an overall 
composite score of 15.7 compared to 
the state average of 15.4. EXPLORE is 
a high school readiness test for eighth 
graders that measues achievement in 
English, math, reading, and science. 

Hickman County tenth graders beat 
the state average on the PLAN exam 
with a 17.8 school average overall 
composite. The state average overall 
composite score was 17.3. PLAN 
is a college-readiness test for tenth 
graders that measures achievement in 
English, math, reading, and science. 

During the event, Doug Cook of 
Mid-Continent University spoke 
to seniors and their parents about 
obtaining financial aid for college,

applicants, 187 of which are 
eligible for Medicaid and 54 
of which enrolled in qualified 
health care plans. She said 
that an estimated 640,000 
Kentucky residents are without 
health insurance. 

Those interested in 
enrollment assistance are 
encouraged to call Knight at 
(270) 314-0735 to make an 
appointment. 

During the remainder of 
the meeting, the fiscal court 
voted unanimously to approve 


the first reading of Ordinance 
2013-4, which will once 
again cap an individual’s or 
business’s Payroll/Net Profit 
tax at $750, if passed at the 
second reading. 

The board approved 
Resolution 2013-6, which 
gave Hickman County Judge 
Executive Greg Pruitt authority 
to pursue state funding for two 
bridge projects in the county. 
The state will pay 80 percent 
of the cost, with the fiscal 
court paying the remaining 20 


percent. 

Pruitt explained that in his 25 
years as county judge executive 
this is the first time the county 
has had to contribute funds to 
bridge projects. The state has 
previously paid all of the costs 
associated with these projects, 
with no cost to the county. 

The meeting adjourned 
shortly after 7 p.m. The next 
meeting of the fiscal court is 
scheduled for Monday, Dec. 9.

A Family Affair 

As I prepared Saturday to 
attend the Hickman County 
Relay for Life Great Pretenders, 
the thought crossed my mind 
that this would be a good event 
for my wife, Lena, and 15 
month-old daughter, Emmalyn 
to attend with me. I brought up 
the idea to Lena when I came 
in from blowing leaves. She 
was preparing a pot of chili 
for the chili supper before the 
event and reluctantly agreed to 
attend. What an eventful night 
we were in for. 

We knew it was going to be 
a lively evening when we put 
Emmalyn down for her nap 
shortly after lunch. Emmalyn 
had other plans. After 30 
minutes of the screaming and 
shouting and jumping up and 
down in her crib, we reluctantly 
pulled her out of bed to continue 
playing with her toys. No nap. 

Fast forward a few hours 
and it was almost time to get 
ready to go. Our chili was 
due at the Elementary School 
at 5 p.m. and we decided to 
leave early and drive around, 
maybe someone could squeeze 
a nap in. After driving around 
Hickman County for almost 
an hour, we found out that 
the was just too much for the 


child to take her eyes off of, 
and no nap would be taken. We 
arrived at the school promptly 
at 5 and I proudly marched our 
chili to the cafeteria and set 
in on the table with the other 
16 crockpots full of everyone 
else’s secret recipes. Another 
task successfully accomplished. 
It was 5 and the show didn’t 
start until 6:30. Now what? 

We decided to take another 
drive and maybe Emmalyn 
would give the nap thing 
another look. Wrong again. 
Arriving back at the school at 
5:35, we decided to have some 
chili and make the most of the 
evening. We were at least three 
hours away from the conclusion 
of the event and still without a 
nap. 

I realize that every child is 
different, some sleep easy, some 
do not. I witnessed (with some 
envy) our county judge with 
a not-yet 14 month-old baby 
snoozing in his arms on the 
front row of the Red and White 
Game Friday night. That sort 
of thing does not happen with 
our little girl. She will sleep in 
only two places: the crib and 
the car seat. Some children get 
more tired as the time wears 
on, ours only gets wilder. 

After chili we went to the 
gymnasium and picked a nice 


seat in the back with plenty 
of open floor to crawl on (she 
is fortunately past the stage 
of picking up anything and 
everything off the floor and 
putting it in her mouth). And 
crawl she did. Several times I 
attempted to coerce her to walk 
instead of crawl. She would 
toddle a few steps just to show 
that she knew what I was trying 
to get her to do and that she 
knew how, then on her hand 
and knees she would go. 

When 6:30 finally came 
around and the music began to 
play, she would dance in the 
floor and cheerfully applaud 
after each performance. By 
the end of the first half of the 
show, I looked over my camera 
to my weary wife at the back 
of the gym, and knew it was 
time to go. We were slightly 
disappointed that we missed 
the second half of the show, 
but glad that we were able to 
somewhat enjoy the first half as 
a family. 

Sometimes it’s not easy to

LETTER 

TO THE EDITOR 





To the Editor: 

Imagine your child or grand¬ 
child coming home from school 
and telling you that (s)he had a 
new teacher at school, and the 
teacher began the class with 
a prayer. Oh, and the teacher 
was a Muslim and all the stu¬ 
dents got to kneel on mats and 
pray to Allah to protect them 
from the infidels who prayed to 
anyone except Allah. I suspect 
the school phones would light 
up rather quickly after such an 
event. I realize it will be dif¬ 
ficult in a religiously homo¬ 
geneous area such as Western 
Kentucky, but try to imagine a 
similar situation with the roles 
reversed, a non-Christian stu¬ 
dent required to sit through 
overtly Christian public prayers 
during class, at school assem¬ 
blies, or at school events such 
as public programs or sporting 
events. If you are imaginative 
enough to connect these two 
scenarios, it might help you to 
understand why some organiza¬ 


tions are concerned about public 
prayers at school events. 

Of course this letter is in re¬ 
sponse to your recent editorial 
of 10-29-13 and the follow-up 
letter from Brett Lashlee. A 
full discussion of the issues ad¬ 
dressed in the editorial and let¬ 
ter would require much more 
space than is available in a let¬ 
ter to the editor, but let us look 
at a few facts. The recent bans 
on school prayers refer to pub¬ 
lic prayers, especially those cre¬ 
ated and/or delivered by school 
faculty, staff, or board mem¬ 
bers. As employees of a gov¬ 
ernment agency, they are agents 
of the government, and to offer 
a Christian prayer is an act of 
showing preference of one re¬ 
ligion over others. No individ¬ 
ual is being told he or she can¬ 
not utter a prayer. If you want 
to pray for the safety of partic¬ 
ipants in sporting events, or for 
an injured player, or for a safe 
trip home, or any other prayer, 
you have the right to offer such 
a prayer. However others should 


not be forced to enter into your 
prayer time. 

You state in your editorial that 
“the courts have interpreted the 
establishment clause to accom¬ 
plish the separation of church 
and state.” 

Neither the courts nor the 
ACLU developed the idea of 
separation of church and state. 
This idea was first presented by 
Thomas Jefferson in a letter to 
the Danbury Baptist Association 
in 1802, in which he referred to 
the 1 st Amendment as “a wall of 
separation between Church and 
State.” 

As I previously stat¬ 
ed, it is not possible in 
one letter to the editor to 
discuss all the ideas and com¬ 
ments presented in your editori¬ 
al and the follow-up letter con¬ 
cerning this important but com¬ 
plex issue. Perhaps we will have 
the opportunity to discuss the 
issues further at a future time.

□ Discuss homework with 
your child. Stress responsibility 
for doing the work and check 
to see that assignments are 
completed. 

□ Keep track of your child’s 
progress throughout the year. 
Praise success. Talk with your 
child’s teacher about any areas 
of concern. 

Q Encourage your child to 
ask questions at home or in 
class. 

Q Read to your child. 

Q Encourage your child to 
read and write independently. 

Q Look for ways to make 
learning part of everyday 
activities.

Things to consider when choosing a college 


When choosing a college, 
students often look for the best 
academic institutions. While

facing the decision of where to 
spend the next four years of their 
lives should know that the right 
university is not necessarily 
the one with the best academic 
reputation. 

A host of factors come into 
play when finding the right 
match between student and 
university. Academics should 
always carry the most weight, 
but students should consider 
a host of other factors before 
ultimately deciding where to 
continue their academic careers. 

COST 

In a perfect world students 
would not have to worry 
about financing their college 
educations. But that’s not a 
world in which today’s students 
live, so the cost of a college 
education is something nearly 
every college-bound student 


must consider before making 
his or her decision. According 
to the College Board, the 
average overall cost to attend 
in-state public college for the 
2012-13 academic year for 
students who did not receive 
financial aid was $22,261, a 
nearly 4 percent increase from 
the previous school year. That 
sticker price includes the cost 
of living in a dorm, food, books, 
and the additional expenses 
college students typically have. 
And the College Board notes 
that, despite the cost increase, 
financial aid budgets stayed 
the same as the year before, 
meaning even those students 
who received financial aid paid 
more money. 

While cost should not dictate 
where high school students 
ultimately go to college, 
students should know that 
eventually student loans will 
have to be repaid with interest, 
so those who do not want to 
bury themselves in student loan 
debt after graduation would 
be wise to choose a university 
that’s more affordable or 
one that’s offering a more 
attractive scholarship and grant 
package. Unlike student loans, 
scholarships and grants do not 
have to be repaid. 


DISTANCE FROM HOME 

While many high school 
students may think a school 
far away from their folks is 
ideal, the reality of being far 
away from home is a struggle 
for many college students who 
attend college outside of their 
home states. Homesickness 
is a very real thing for college 
students who are away from 
home and on their own for the 
first time. 

In addition to homesickness, 
college-bound students should 
consider the cost of travel 
before enrolling in a college or 
university that’s far from home. 
Mom and Dad might not be 
able to afford to fly their college 
students home several times per 
year for the holidays and other 
breaks in the school year, and 
the burden of financing that 
travel can fall on students. If 
you are not planning to work 
during the school year, then 
financing trips home may prove 
very difficult. 

ENVIRONMENT 

Both the academic and social 
environments at a college or 
university merit consideration 
when students are deciding 
where to continue their 
educations. Some students 
thrive in a competitive academic 
environment, while others tend 
to fare better in a more casual 
setting. Students should assess 
which environment is best for 
them and choose a university 
that best suits them as a student. 

A college or university’s 
social environment is another 
factor for students to consider. 
Larger schools tend to rely 
heavily on Greek life, while 
smaller schools may be more 
intimate and less exclusive. 
Students who hope to join a 
sorority or fraternity might 
benefit from a school with a 
thriving Greek life, while those 
who want a more intimate 
social environment might prefer 
a smaller school where all of 
the students seem to know one 
another.
